LAW REPORTS. 


INTERESTING POINT BETWEEN 
EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYEES. 


In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, before 
the Lord Chief Justice and Mr. Justice Gibson, 
the case of Burns y. Johnston came on for argu- 
ment on a case stated by Mr. Justice Pim at the 
last Spring Assizes for Armagh on appeal by the 
defendant from a decision of the County Court 
Judge granting plaintiff a decree for 1s. with 
costs for alieged false imprisonment. It appeared 
that the plaintiff was a weaver in the empléyment 
of Messrs. Johnsion, Allen and Company, linen 

nanufacturers, Lurgan, Co. Armagh, the defen- 
dash being the senior partner, and that plaintiff 
was one of 1350 weavers (98 men and 32 women) 
who had brought’ similar actions against the 
company, each claiming £10 damages tor alleged 
false imprisonment in consequence of having been 
prevented from leaving the factory at 6 o’ciock, 
p.mn., the normal hour ha the 14th of September 
last, it having been notified hy the company that 
the workers should remain till 6.50 o'cl 
working overtime on a contract with the 
Government for aeroplane cloth, which required 
to be exeented with all speed. The firm had 
obtained an order from the Home Secretary to 
extend the working hours from 6 a.m. to 6.30 
p.m. instead of from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. and a 
ay yh notice had been posted up to that 

in the factory. A letter was afterwards re- 
the firm from the Ulster Weavers’ and 
Tradea Union stating that the workers 
been refused an increase of wages on 
ount of the increased cost of living they could 
not work overtime at the old rate of wages. In 
reply the firm pointed ont that this would not 
interfere with their claim for higher wages. and 
that the firm were trying to have their wares 
raised. A number of the other workers declining 
to. work the increased time gave notice and left. 
The 1350, however, went into the factory to work 
at the usual hour en the 14th September, and 
were refused permission to leave it at the old 
hour, 6 p.m., without a pass. That was the 
“false imprisonment” complained of. For the 
defence it was contended that the plaintiff, having 
secn the notice, and knowing that the change 
of hours would be enforced, by coming ‘to his work 
on the date mentioned agreed to work till ‘6.30 
p.m., and that the refusal to allow the factory 
gate to be opened before 6.30 p.m. did not consti- 
tute any false Imprisonment. The question for 
decision was whether the facts constituted a false 
imprisonment.

NAVAL AND MILITARY 
INTELLIGENCE. 


(FROM OUR MILITARY CORRESPONDENCE IN IRELAND.) 

The King has approved of the Africa General 
Service Medal, with clasp, inscribed “ East Africa, 
1913-14," being granted to the forces employed in the 
operations against the Merehan Tribe, East Africa 
Protectorate, between 15th December, 1915, and Sist 
May, 1914. Officers and other ranks already in 
posession of the Africa General Service Medal will 
receive the clasp only. 

An Army Order announces that Rewufar and Terri- 
torial Perce non-commissioned officers will take 
seniority within their rank, whether substantive or 
acting, according to the date of their promotion or 
appointment to that rank. 

It has been decided that men transferred from the 
Colours to Class W. Army, or W. (T.), or Territorial 
Force Reserve, will not be entitled to gratuity on 
euch tranefer. Gratuity in respect of their total 
Colour service will be payable on final discharge. In 
the case of a soldier transferred to the above classes 
before being called to the Colours no gratuity will 
be admissible either on transfer or on final discharge, 
uniess be has subsequentiy been cailed to the Colours. 

In consequence of the withdrawal of general duty 
and nursing orderlies from military hospitals, it has 
been decided that in future, Voluntary Aid Detach- 
ment members employed as prohationers in military 
hospitals will be required to perform the same duties 
as probationers in civil hospitals.

CHURCH AND STATE IN 
ENGLAND. 


REPORT OF THE ARCHBISHOPS’ 
COMMITTEE. 


- 

PROPOSED CHURCH COUNCIL 

The question of the relations of Church and 
State has, perhaps, been much less pro- 
minently before the public in recent years 
than it was in the seventies, for at that time 
an active propaganda was carried on for the 
liberation of the Sees of Canterbury and 
York from State patronage and control. In 
the period referred to, paid lecturers 
traversed the whole country through, and 
the pros and cons were debated with almost 
wearisome reiteration. In the’ intervening 
years the question would appear to have 
almost receded into the region of the 
academic, and to have been all but banished 
from the field of practical politics, save and 
except in the case of ‘‘the four Welsh 
dioceses. ”’ 

Many will now have their interest re- 
awakened by the report of the Archbishops’ 
Committee published to-day. It is claimed 
for the report that it proposes a method by 
which, while protecting the right of the 
State to a veto on Church legislation, the 
Church may secure a real power of self- 
government. It deals with the historic re- 
lationship of Church and State in England, 
and with the grounds of the claim of the 
Church to freedom. It alludes to the Estab- 
lished Church of Scotland as a> remarkable 
illustration of the principle of spiritual in 
dependenice. The members of the Com- 
mittee, however; do not suggest that the 
case of the Scottish Church is. identical 
either in its history or in its present 
tion with that of the “Anglican Church. 
They are careful to. point out that the 
spiritual pe, omg enjoyed . by the 
General Assembly is largely to be ascribed 
to the circumstancés of its origin; to the 
fact that .the Scottish Reformation was 
carried through in the teeth of State and 
official opposition; that its constitutional 
assembly. neither asked for nor required 
toyal .authority; and that its strength in a 
greater degree than in the case of the Church 
of England was based upon a general con 
sensus.of Scottish religious opinion. The 
Committee was appointed by the two 
Primates of the southern and northern pro 
vinces, in response to a resolution of the 
Representative Church Coune il, who,, by re 
solution, affirmed that there is no incon- 
sistency between a national recognition of 
religion and the spiritual independence of the 
Church. Membership of the Committee in- 
cluded laymen of various schools of thought, 
ecclesiastical lawyers, and men of affairs.

THE COMMONS AND CHURCH 
LEGISLATION. 

The Committee takes under review the 
House of Commons as an ecclesiastical 
legislature. It complains that the attitude 
of that House towards Church legislation is 
not so. much one of hostility as of iindif- 
ference. It points to the congestion of 
secular business, and regards it as inevitable 
that &° House which has no longer as a 
body any special interest in ecclesiastical 
matters will be inclined to neglect them. 
Hence the need for arranging the relations of 
Church and State on a more elastic and 
rational basis. In discussing - the proposals 
the:. reform of Church legislative 
machinery, the Committee refer to disestab 
lishment not as coming within the terms of 
the reference, but as giving completeness to 
their survey. Some members thought. this 
was the only way of securing spiritual in. 
dependence—thus endorsing what was 
always the bedrock principle of the Libera 
tion Society—-but it was considered“that the 
Committee’s task was to ok at the 
problem in the light of the existing connec- 
tion. The remedy recommending itself to 
the Committee as the one to be applied to 
the defects oí the situation is to give to the 
the right to legislate, and at 
same time to provide a means 
which fuil powers of scrutiny, 
criticism, veto are reserved to the 
State. T Committee, therefore, recom- 
mend the formation of a Church Council 
which shall have power to legislate on ec 
clesiastical affairs, subject to constitutional 
safeguards. They are prepared to accept as a 
basis of their recommendations the scheme of 
lay representation approved by the Repre- 
sentative Church Council in 1913, the basic 
area for the purpose of lay representation 
being the parish or, gr up of parishes. The 
Committee seem to have felt that there would 
be a real danger that the process of elimina- 
tion mseparable from any method of indirect 
election will prevent the adequate representa 
tion of certain classes of Churchmen. They 
have, therefore, proposed by way of ad: 
dendum a spec ‘igl provision. The classes 
referred to are wage earners and students. 
Under the first of these terms. they compre- 
hend Churchmen and Churchwomen of all 
grades who work for a ‘weekly, daily, or oc- 
casional wage. By students they mean the 
large and increasing body of young. men and 
women at universities, university colleges, 
and members of the st; affs of universities. 
and schools. 


THE CHURCH COUNCIL. 
Committee set ‘forth in some detail 
roposals for the general constitution of 
the Church Council—it is to consist of three 
Houses, co imposed of bishops, clergy, and 
laity—and they recognise the sá for a re- 
form of the Low er Houses oí the Convocations 

with the view.to make them more fully repre- 
sentative. The Committee's method for secnr- 
ing the reforms is that the new constitution 
should be framed by the existing representa- 
tive Church Council.

Parmoor. The appendices form a valuable ad- 
dition. They contain an historical survey by 
formerly of Bristol, a re- 
cognised authority on this branch of the 
subject, a draft of the proposed constitution, 
and a memorandum on canonical legislation 
by Dr. Frere.

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New Ministers. 


The Ministerial appointments which are 
announced to-day fulfil public expecta- 
tion. Mr. Lloyd George becomes Secre- 
tary of State for War and the Earl of 
Derby will be bis Under-Secretary. 
A year ago we should have regarded 
Mr. Lloyd George's appointment to the 
War Office as a rather dangerous experi- 
ment. In spite of his record as Minister 
of Munitions, we do not think that he is a 
heaven-sent organiser. His volcanic 
temperament is not the ideal weapon to 
oppose to the scientific thoroughness of 
the German war machine. To-day, how- 
ever, the departments of organisation and 
strategy in the British War Office are 
separate systems. _.It is understood that 
Mr. Lioyd George will not interfere with 
the all-important -work of Sir William 
Robertson and his staff, and in the de- 
partment. of organisation he will take 
cver a machine which Lord Kitchener has 
left complete and in the smoothest work- 
ing order. Moreover, in his right-hand 
man Mr. Lloyd George will have a states- 
man whose qualities of energy and sanity 


‘have won the peculiar confidence of the 


nation. «Lord Derby might have aspired 
to a higher office than that of Under- 


| Secretary of State for War, but he has 


acoepted, now as always, the post in which 
he thought that he could be most useful 
to his country. An old Act of Parlia- 
ment allows only four out of the five 
Secretaries of State to sit in the House of 
Commons, and this regulation put a 


technical obstacle in the way of Mr. Lloyd 


George's promotion. It was suggested 
that Mr. Chamberlain should succeed Mr. 
Lloyd George as Minister of Munitions, 
and that the Marquis of Crewe should re- 
turn t6 the India Office; but the difficulty 
has been solved in another way. The 
King has conferred an Earldom of the 
United Kingdom on Sir Edward Grey, so 
that one of the Secretaries of State will 
be still in the House of Lords, Sir Ed- 
ward Grey’s elevation to the other House, 
while it will probably be welcome to him 
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of victory; but it is the test which 
current opinion. will always prefer, 
and we may, thereíore, apply it first. Our 
losses—apart from destroyers, which are 
bound to suffer severely in a fleet action, 
and in which the losses on both sides were 
about equal—consisted of the  battle- 
cruisers Queen Mary, Invincible, and 
Indefatigable, and the armotired cruisers 
Defence, Warrior, and Black Prince. Sir 
David Beatty gives no details of the cir- 
cumstances in which the Invincible, flying 
the flag of Rear-Admiral Horace Hood, 
and the two other battle-cruisers were 
sunk. He describes their loss as inevit- 
able in a conflict which “raged con- 
tinuously for five hours,” and in which 
“it was necessary to maintain touch with 
greatly superior forces in fluctuating 


.| visibility, often very low. ; Rear-Admiral 


Arbuthnot’s flagship, Defence, engaging 
the German light cruisers closely while 
the battle fleets were coming into contact, 


| was surprised by the enemy's heavy ships 


looming up out of the mist: The Warrior was 
disabled at the same time, and foundered 
on her homeward course.: The Black Prince 
was sunk after dark, probably by torpedo 
attack. On the German side the losses 
shown in Sir John Jellicoe’s enclosure, 
which he compiled after the most. care- 
ful. examination of all the evidence, are 
the absolute minimum. Two German 
Dreadnought battleships, one pre-Dread- 
nought battleship, one battle-cruiser, and 
five light cruisers were seen to sink. 
Another . Dreadnought. battleship and 
another battle-cruiser were “seen to be 
so severely damaged as to render it ex- 
tremely doubtful if they could reach port.” 


In addition, “it is unquestionable that | 


many other ships were very seriously 
damaged; by gunfire and by torpedo 
attack.” 
losses, . therefore, our victory was wun- 
doubted and emphatic. 

If the victory was substantial in its 
material aspect, it was decisive in its 
moral aspect. The German people 
the loss of good ships and 
brave men, as.we do. The German Ad- 
miralty laments the proof that, in a situa- 
tion in which the numerical superiority 
of the British Fleet was for the greater 
part of the action discounted, the German 
Fleet was beaten in strategy, in tactics, 
in gunnery, and in moral. . No one can 
read the despatches of Sir John Jellicoe 


jand Sir David’ Beatty without the proud 


consciousness that this was a victory not 
of ships, but of men. The battle of Jut- 
land was won mainly because the glorious 
traditions of the past persist in the British 
Navy-—hecause British -officers have more 
sea sense, greater skill and ability, quicker 
judgment and decision, than Germah 
ofiicers,-and because British seamen have 
higher qualities of discipline and endur: 
ance, of coolness and determination, than 
German seamen. When the first news 
of the battle was received there was some 
question whether Sir David Beatty, with 
two squadrons of battle-cruisers and a single 
squadron of fast battleships in suppdrt, 
should,have engaged the entire German 
High Sea Fleet«. Te the Commander-in- 
Chief it is a matter of course that Sir 
David Beatty should have sought an 
a¢tion which he fought “under disadvan- 
tageous conditions in a-manner that was 
in keeping with the best traditions of the 
service.’ Perhaps, no finer or more skilfully 
conducted action has been fought in all 
our naval history than this in which he 
hung on to the enemy and manceuvred 
them into a position in which the Grand 
Fleet coming down from the north could 
put itself between them and ‘their bases. 
The diagram which we reproduce elsewhere 
clearly explains the development of the 
situation and the final shepherding of the 
German Fleet. into a position in which 
only the evening mist and nightfall saved 
it from destrugtion. It escaped by a 


headlong flight, leaving the British Fleety 


in full command of the sea next day. 
What neither the diagram nor Sir John 
Jellicoe’s. modest despatch reveals is the 
masterly handling of the largest and most 
complex instrument of sea-power that the 
world has ever seen by the Commander.in. 
Chief of the Grand Fleet. 

The junior officers wore worthy followers 
of the Admirals in high command. No 
passage in Sir John Jellicee’s despatch 
is more enthralling than that which deals 
with the night attacks of the destroyer 
flotillas on the flying German Fleét, 
“There were . many gallant deeds,” 
says the Commander-in-Chief, "per: 
formed by the destroyer flotillas; they 
surpassed the very highest expectations 
that I had formed of them.” He in- 
stances the case of a destroyer aboard 


which every éxecutive officer was disabled. 


except a sub-lieutenant and a midshipman, 
who brought the ship successfully out of 
action and reached her home port. It was 
anticipated that the German Fleet would 
rely largely on torpedo attacks; and this 
anticipaticn was fully. realised ; but per- 
haps the most conspicuous feature of the 
action was the unsuccess which attended 
the efforts oí the enemy's flotillas. In 
those qualities of individual initiative for 
which destroyer work calls in the highest 
degree the German seamen were no match 
for the British. “The enemy, ' says Sir 
John Jellicoe, “fought with the gallantry 
that-was expected of him ”; but our moral 
supremacy over the Germans. was ‘firmly 
established. Sir David Beatty reports that 
“our superiority over the enemy in this 


respect was very marked, their efficiency 


becoming rapidly reduced under punish- 
ment, while ours was maintained through- 
out.” He tells a story which explains the 
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difference—the story of First Class 
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foreign supplies being 
interrupted or curtailed, this country 
i afforded a unique opportunity 
of establishing new markets for her 
produce, and of extending her business 
in old ones, farmers and producers are

these and other interriptions is that 
the Port and Docks Board has had to in- 
crease its dues in order to raise a sufficient 
revenue from the reduced traffic. Another 
result is that there is now such an urgent 
demand for almost every kind of traffic that 
further trouble with the very limited 
number of transport: workers now available 
cannot. well be risked, and the men are 
getting almost all that they like to ask. 
This week, for example, five hundred dock 
labourers demanded 10s. a day. They 
consented, after negotiation, to resume 
work at a wage of 9s. for a ten hours’ day, 
and ls. 6d. an hour overtime pay. There 
is plenty of overtime work for them. We 
hear, too, of demands for extra pay dur- 
ing wet weather. All these increases are 
réflected quickly in our household 
accounts. If the men’s demands are re- 
fused, and a strike follows, then com- 
modities become scarce, ‘and prices, in 
that case also, go up. Dublin has an 
example of this at present in coal. 
The labourers’ hear of huge profits 
which are being made by merchants and, 
above all, by shipowners. They know 
that, at every stage of the production and 
transit of the goods which they are 
handling, other people are taking special 
profits, and they are not “prepared to 
forego their share. The majority of the 
consumers—in Dublin, at all events—out 
of whom eventually merchants, labourers, 
and retailers aro taking these special 
profits are not, however, sharers in this 
war-time prosperity. They are becoming 
very restive under the continned pressure 
of high prices, and war ‘‘ profiteers ’’—em- 
ployers or employed—had better beware 
how they go. We hope that the Board of 
Trade will “look into the matter” with 
some effect.

Yet he did not flinch, 
but continued the fight to the northward and 
signalled the four Queen Elizabeths to turn 15 
points. 

Now was the hour of greatest risk, but he was 
well disposed for concentrating on the van of 
the enemv’s line and the Commander-in-Chief 
was hurrying down at full speed.

HOW THE GERMANS ESCAPED. 

Thus the fine combination had suceeeded, and 
the” unwilling enemy had been brought to 
action against the concentrated, British Fleet. 
'Phey had fallen inte the midst of the net which 
had been drawn about them, but in the plan 
of the sweep there was inherent the. imevitable 
limitation that the time left for completing tae 
business could but barely suffice. ere’ were 
hardly three hours of daylight left, and as 
darkness approached the action must be broken 
off. unless a needless chance were to.be given 
to the enemy for redressing his battle in- 
feriority.

It was a beaten and broken fleet that escaped 
the trap. It had lost many units, its gunnery 
had gone to pieces, and no one can blame its 
St if at fairly ran for home and left the 

ritish Fleet once more in undisputed com- 
mand of the North Sea. 

Por that, in a word, was the result of the 
battle. What it was the enemy hoped to 
achieve we cannot. tell. Whatever their effort 
meant, it failed to shake our hold ypon the 
sea, and that is what really matters. We have 
fought many indecisive actions, but few in 
which the strateyical result was so indisputable 
few which moré fully freed us of all fear of 
what the enemys fleet could do. It is by such 
standards that history judges victories, and b 
such standards the country cherishes the; 
memory of the men that prepared and won 
them. Current opinion will always prefer the 
test of comparative losses. Let this applied, 
and it will 
will well hold its own against all but a few 
of our most famous victories—none of which 
we obtained on a first attempt. 

From another aspect it is clear the battle 
can rank beside any in our history.

were cheerful t these Irishmen 
and Scotsmen and London Territorials, whom 
I knew so well, and with whom it was my 
ride to be associated, in duty and danger. 
never met a grumbler amongst the lot. 
They were all animated by the same high 

urpose. y had come ont to strike a 
lew for liberty and the great causes of 
civilisation. They were volunteers every one 
of them. They came from all ranks and 
grades of society and from every quarter of 
our mighty Empire. 3 

I came back in mid-summer, and the cer- 
tainty of spring has developed into an eager 
intensity of almost immediate hope. When 
I left lreland to rejoin my battalhon of the 
Munster Fusiliers 1 was wondéring how I 
should find things, and how life in the battle 
zone would appeal to me again. I can 
honettly say that my uppermost feeling is 
one of thankfulness that I am in the midst of 
things—that it is good to be out here, where 
every man is either a hero in fact or in the 
making, where adventure is in the very air 
we breathe, where discipline and duty are but 
the watchwords of patriotism. and where “to 
serve” in the highest attribute of a self- 
surrendering manhood. 

As, with a few more Munster officers, I left 
our station of detrainment I plumped right 
into the midst of a lot of old frends, many of 
them from my own old company, with whom 
I had spent many months, and gained my 
first experience of trench warfare. It was 
like old times come back once more. 
A young lieutenant of the Munsters; out for 
the first time, and whom I was showing on 
his way, remarked: '' They all seem to know 
you out here.” Yes! all the Munsters did 
know me pretty well, and many a hearty 
hand-sliake I had as I went through the 
rather considerable town in which they were 
in rest billets, waiting their next tour of duty 
in the trenches. No doubt, I missed some of 
the brave comrades who had marched and 
manceuvred with us in the old days in the 
South of Ireland; but I had the gratificatinon 
of knowing that those who had fallen had 
done their duty nobly and well. by their 
native land. It was from the best impulse 
of patriotism they had joined Kitchener's 
Army. They were patriots in the best and 
truest. sense. They considered that this was 
Ireland's war as much as the war of England. 
or France, or Russia, or Belgium, or any of 
the other brave Allies. And so they fought 
for the honour and glory of Erin, and in the 
historic ground at Loos towards the end of 
April they added another chapter to the 
glorious battle story of the Munster Fusiliers. 


We who are leít behind will carry on. the 


cause our departed brothers have sanctified a 
thousandfold by their sacrifices. And this I 
would also say, that our fellow-countrymen at 
home have their duty to the memory of 
these fallen heroes. Their places have got to 
be filled, and not by Englishmen, or Scots- 
men, ot Welshmen. [ft is Irishmen, and Irish- 
who can fill the gaps

TEXT OF ADMIRAL JELLICOE’S DESPATCH. 


ADMIRALTY, 6th Jrny, 1916. 
The following Despatch has been «received 
from Admiral Sir John Jellicoe, G.C.B., 
G.C.V.0., Commander-in-Chief, Grand Fleet, re- 


porting the action in the North Sea on S3lst’ 


May, 1916:—*

-Sirn,—Be pleased to inform the Lords Com- | 


missioners of the Admiralty that the German 
High Sea Fleet was brought to action on 3ist 
May, 1916, to the wostward of the Jutland 
Bank; off the coast of Detimark: ' 

The ships of the Grand Fleet, in pursuance 
of the general policy of periodical sweeps 
through the North Sea, had left its bases on the 
previous day, in accordance with instructions 
issued by me. 

In the early afternoon of Wednesday, 31 May, 
the lst and 2nd Battle Cruiser Squadrons, Ist, 
2nd, and 3rd Light Cruiser Squadrons and de- 
stroyers from the Ist, 9th, 10th, and 15th 
Flotillas, supported by the Sth Battle Squadron, 
were, in accordance with my directions, scout- 
ing to the southward of the Battle Fleet, which 
was accompanied by the Srd Battle Cruiser 
Squadron, Ist and 2nd Cruiser Squadrons, 4th 
Light Cruiser Squadron, 4th, lith, and 12th 
Fiotillas. 

The junction of the Battle Fleet with the 
scouting force after the enemy had been sighted 
was delayed owing to the southerly course 
steered by our advanced force during the first 
hour after commencing their action with the 
enemy battle cruisers. This was, of course, un- 
avoidable, as had our battle cruisers not fol-

ADMARAL BEATTY’S OPERATIONS 


The following extracts from the report of Sir 
David Beatty give the course of events before 
the Battle Fleet came upon the scene — 

“At 2.20 p.m: reports were received from 
Galatea (Commodore Edwyn 8S. Alexander-Sin- 
élair, M.V.O., A.D.C.), indicating the presence of 
enemy vessels, The direction of advance was 
immediately altered to §.8.E., the course for 
Horn Reef, so as to place my force’ between the 
enemy and his base. 

“ At 2.35 p.m. a considerable amount of smoke 
was sighted to the eastward. is made it clear 
that the enemy was to the northward and east- 
ward, and that it would be impossible for him 
to round the Horn Reef without being brought 
to action. Course was accordingly altered to 
the eastward and subsequently to north-east- 
ward, the enemy being sighted at 3:31 p.m. 
Their force consisted of five battle cruisers. 

“ After the first report of the enemy, the Ist 
and 3rd Light Cruiser Squadrons changed their 
direction, and, without waiting for orders, 
spread to the east, thereby forming a screen in

5th Battle Squadron by the time we had hauled 
up to the course of approach. They e gaged 
enemy light cruisers at long range. in the 
meantime the 2nd Light Cruiser Squadron had 
come in at high speed, and was able to. take 
station ahead of the battle cruisers by the time 
we turned to E.S-E., the course on which we 
first engaged the enemy.

“From a report from Galatea at 2.25 p.m., it 
was evident that the enemy force was consider- 
able, and not mereiy an isolated unit of light 
cruisers, so at 2.45 Fag I ordered Engadine 
(Lieutenant-Commander C, G. Robinson) to send 
up a seaplane and scout to N.N.E, is order 
was carried out very quickly, and by 3.8 p.m. a 
eeaplane, with Flight Lieutenant F. J. Rutland, 
RN , as pilot, and Assistant Paymaster G. 8. 
Trewin, R.N., as observer, was well under way; 
her first reports of the enemy were received in 
Engadine about 3.50 p.m. Owing to clouds it 
was necessary to fly very low, and in order to 
identify four enemy light cruisers the seaplane 
had to fly at a height of 900 feet within 3,000 
yards of them, the light cruisers opening fire 
on her with every gun that would bear. 

“ This in no way interfered with the clarity of 
their reports, and both Flight Lieut. Rutland 
and Assistant Paymaster Trewin are-to be con- 
gratulated on their achievement, which indi- 
cates that seaplanes under such circumstances 
are of distinct value.

“At 4.8 pm. she 5th Battle Squadron came 
into action and opened fire at a range of 20,000 
yards. The enemy's fire now seemed to slacken. 
The destroyer Landrail (Lieutenant-Commander 
Francis E. H. G. Hobart), of 9th Flotilla, who 
was on pur port beam, trving to take station 
ahead, sighted the periscope of a submarine on 
her port quarter. Though causing considerable 
inconvenience from .smoke, the presence of 
Lydiard (Commander Malcolm L. Goldsmith) 
and Landrail undoubtedly preserved the battle 
cruisers from clostf submarine attack. Not- 
tingham (Captain Charles BR. Miller) also re- 
ported a submarine on the starboard beam. 

“Eight destroyers of the 13th Flotilla, Nestor 
(Commander the Hon. Edward B. S. Bingham), 
Nomad (Lieutenant-Commander Paul AVhitfield), 
Nicator (Lieutenant Jack E. A. Mocatta), Nar- 
borough (Lieutenant-Commander Geoffrey Cor- 
lett), Pelican (Lieutenant-Commander Kenneth 
A#Beaitic), Petard ¢.ieutenant-Commander 
Evelyn C. O. Thomson), Obdurate (Lieutenant- 
Commander Ceeil H. H. Sams), Nerissa (Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Montague C. B. Legge), with 
Moorsom (Commander John C. Hodgson), and 
Morris (Lieutenant-Commander Edward 8. 
Graham), of 10th Flotilla, Turbulent (Lieuten- 
ant-Commandcr Dudley , Stuart), and Ter- 
magant (Lieutenant-Commander Cuthbert P. 
Blake), of the 9th Flotiila, having been ordered 
to attack the enemy with t 
portunity offered, moved out at 4.15 p.m., 
simultaneously with a similar movement on the 
part of the enemy destroyers. The attack was 
carried out in the most gallant Manner, and 
with great determination. Before arriving at a 
favourable position to fire torpedoes, they inter- 
cepted an enemy force consisting of a light 
cruiser and fifteen destroyers. A fierce engage- 
ment ensued at close quarters, with the result 
that the enemy were forced to retire on their 
battle cruisers, having lost two destroyers sunk, 
and having their torpedo attack frustrated. Our 
destroyers sustained no loss in this engagement, 
but their attack on the enemy battle cruisers 
was rendered less effective, owing to some of the 
destroyers having dropped astern during the 
fight. Their positon was therefore unfavourable 
for torpedo attack. : 

“ Nestor, Nomad, and Nicator, gallantly led 
by Commander the Hon. Edward B. 8. Bing- 
ham, of Nestor, pressed home their attack on 
the battle cruisers and fired two torpedoes at 
them, being subjected to a heavy fire from 
the enemy's secondary armament. Nomad was 
badly hit, and apparently remained stopped be- 
tween the lines. Subsequently Néstor and Nicator 
altered course to the 8.E., and in a short time. 
the opposing battle cruisers having turned 16 
points, found themselves within close range of 
a number of enemy — battleships. Nothing 
daunted, though under a terrifie fire, they stood 
on, and their position being favourable for 
torpedo attack fired a torpedo at the second 
ship of the enemy line at a range of 3,000 
yards. Before they could fire their fourth 
torpedo, Nestor was badly hit and swung to 
starboard, Nicator altering course inside her 
to avoid collision, and thereby being prevented 
from firing the last torpedo. Nicator made 
good her escape, and subsequently rejoined the 
Captain (D), 13th Flotilla. Nestor remained 
stopped, but was afloat when last seen. Moor- 
som also carried out an attack on the enemy's 
battle fleet. 
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“ Petard, Nerissa, Turbulent and Termayant 
also pressed home their attack on the enemy 
battle-cruisers, firing torpedoes after the engace- 
ment with enemy destroyers. . Petard reports 
that all her torpedoes must have crossed the 
enemv’s line, while Nerissa states that one 
torpedo appeared to strike the rear ship: 

‘These destroyer attacks were indicative of 
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EYE-WITNESS. 


The Press Association has received from an 
eye-witness the following account of the 
Ulstermen’s attack in the great offensive :— 

I am not an Ulsterman, but yesterday, Ist 
July, as I followed their amazing attack, I 
feel that I would rather be an Ulsterman than 
anything else in the world. My position en- 
abled me to watch the commencement of their 
attack from the wood in which they had 
formed up, but which long prior to the hour 
of assault was being overwhelmed with shell 
fire, so that the trees were stripped, and the 
top half of the wood ceased to be anything 
but a slope of bare stumps, with innumerable 
shell holes peppered in the chalk. It looked 
as if nothing could live in the wood. Indeed, 
the losses were heavy before they started, 
two companies of one battalion being sadly 
reduced in the assembly trenches. 

When I saw the men emerge through the 
smoke and .form up as if on parade, I could 
hardly believe my eyes. Then 1 saw them at- 
tack, beginning at a slow walk over no man’s 
land, and then suddenly let loose as they 
charged over the two front lines of enemy 
trenches, shouting ‘‘ No surrender, boys.”’ 
The enemy’s gunfire raked them from the left, 
and machine guns in a village enfiladed them 
on the right, but battalion after battalion 
came out of the awful wood as steadily as I 
have seen them at Ballykinler, Clandeboye, or 
Shane s Castle. 

The enemy’s third line was soon taken, and 
still the waves went on, getting thinner and 
thinner, but without hesitation. The enemy's 
fourth line fell before these men, who would 
not be stopped. ' 

There remained the fifth line. Representa- 
tives of the neighbouring corps and division, 
who could not withhold their praise at what 
they had seen, said that no human beings 
could get to it until the flanks of the Ulster 
Division were cleared. This was recognised, 
and the attack on the last German line was 
countermanded. The order arrived too late, 
or perhaps the Ulstermen, mindful that it 
was the anniversary of the Boyne, would not 
be denied, but pressed on. I could only see 
a small portion of this advance, but could 
watch our men work forward, seeming to 
escape the shell fire by miracle, and now much 
reduced, indeed, enter the fifth line of the 
enemy’s trenches — our final objective. 
It could not be held. As the divi- 
sion advanred into a narrow salient 
the corps on our right and left had been 
unable to advance, so that Ulstermen 
the target of concentrated hostile guns and 
machine guns. behind and on both flanks, 
though the enemy in front were vanquished 
and retreating.

Their devotion, 
which, no doubt, has helped the advance else- 
where, deserves the gratitude of the British 
Empire. 

MAJOR-GENERAL NUGENT'S

On the eve of the offensive for which the 
Ulster Division has trained and waited for se 
many months, I wish that every officer and 
man of the division should know how absc- 
lutely confident’ 1 feel that the honour of the 
British Army, that the honour of Ulster, are 
in safe keeping in their hands. 

It has been my privilege to command the 
division in France duru the past nine 
months, during which time T have had various 
opportunities of seeing that it has been stead- 
fast in defence, and gallant in minor. offen- 
sives. 

The time has. now come to show to. the 
world the qualities which fit it for the great 
offensive about to open. 

Much is expected of the Ulster Division, 
and I am certain that the expectation will be 
fulfilled. Resolution, self-reliance, and the 
spirit that knows no surtender and no defeat 
are present in full measure in every unit of 
the division, and will bear fruit in the battle- 
field, which will redound to the credit of our 
country. 

Nine month: ago, the King. after his in- 
spection of tne division, desired me to write 
and tell him how it bore itself in its first creat 
encounter with the enemy. 

I know that I shall be able to write and tell 
him that the men of the Ulster Division hore 
themselves like men in the day of battle, and 
did all that was expected of them. 

To every officer and man of the division I 
say——“‘ Success. with honour.’’

BATTLE FLEET AND THIRD 
BATTLE CRUISER SQUADRON. 


On receipt of the information that the enemy 
had been sighted, the British Battle Fleet, with 
its accompanying cruiser and destroyer force, 
proceeded at full speed on a S.E. by 8. course 
to lose the Baitle-cruiser Fleet. During the 
two hours that elapsed before the arrival of 
the Batile Fleet on the scene the steaming 
qualities of the older battleships were severely 
tested. Great credit is due to the engine-room 
departments for the manner, in which they, as 
always, responded to the call, the whole Fleet 
maintaining a speed in excess of the trial 
speeds of some of the older vessels. 

‘The Third -Batilecruiser Squadron, com- 
manded by Rear-Admiral the Hon. Horace 
L. A. Hood, C.B., M.V.O., D.8.0., which was 
in advance of the Batile Fleet, was ordered to 
reinforce Sir David Beatty. At 5.30 p.m. this 
squadron observed flashes of gunfire and heard 
the sound of guns to the south-westward. Rear- 
Admiral Hood sent the Chester (Captain 
Robert N. Lawson) to investigate, and this ship 
engaged three or four enemy light-cruisers at 
about 5.45 p.m.

BATTLE-CRUISERS IN THE VAN. 


Sir David Beatty reports — 

“At 7.6 p.m. I received a signal from you 
that the course of the Fleet was south. Subse- 
| quently signals were received up to 8.46 p.m. 
showing that the course of the Battle Fleet was | 
to the south-westward. 

“ Between 7 and 7.12 p.m. we hauled round 
gradually to 8.W. by 8S..to regain touch with 
the enemy, and at 7.14 p.m. again sighted them 
at a range of about 15,000 yards. e ships 
sighted at this time wére two battle-cruisers and 
two battleships, apparently of the Koenig class. 
No doubt more continued the line to the north- 
ward, but that was all that could be seen. The 
visibility ee ee considerably as the 
sun descended below the clouds, we re-engaged 
at 7.17 p.m. and increased speed to 22 knots. At 
7.32 p.m. my course was R.W., speed 18 knote, 
the leading enemy battleship bearing N.W. by 
W. Again, after a very short time, the enemy 
showed sighs of punishment, one ship being on 
fire, while another appeared to drop right 
astern. y 

“The destroyers at the head of the 
enemy's line emitted volumes of grey smoke, 
covering their capital ships.as with a pall, under 
cover of which they turned. away, and at 7.45 
p.m. we lost sight of them, 

** At 7.58 p.m. I ordered the First and Third 
Light-cruiser Squadrons to sweep to the west- 
ward and locate the head of the enemy’s 
line, and at 8.20 we altered course to 
west in support. We soon located two 
‘battle-cruisers and battleships, and were 
heavily engaged at a short range of about 
10,000 yards. The leading» ship was hit re- 
peatedly by Lion, and tarned away eight points, 
emitting very high flames and with a heavy list 
to port. Princess Royal set fire to a three-fun- 
nelled battleship. New Zealand (Captain John 
F. E. Green) and Ingomitable report that the 
third ship, which they both engaged, hauled out 
of the line, heeling over and on fire. The mist 
which now came down enveloped them, and 
Falmouth reported they were last seen at 8.38 

in. steaming to the westward, 

“ At 8.40 p.m. all our battle-cruisers felt a 
heavy shock as if struck by a mine or torpedo, 
‘or possibly sunken wreckage. As, however, ex- 
amination of the bottoms reveals no sign of 
such an occurrence, it is assumed that it indi- 
cated the blowing up of a great vessel.

my light cruisers spread until 9.24 p.m. Nothing 
further being sighted, I assumed that the enemy 
were to the north-westward, and that we had 
established ourselves well between him and his 
base.

The attack carried out by the Twelfth 
Flotilla (Captain Anselan J. B. Stirling) was 
admirably exe¢uted. The squadron attacked, 
which consisted of six large vessels, besides 
light cruisers, and comprised vessels of the 
Kaiser class, was taken by surprise. A large 
number of torpedoes was fired, including some 
at the second and third ships in the line; those 
fired at the third ship took effect, and she was 
observed to blow up. A second attack made 
twenty minutes later by Maenad (Commander 
John P. Champion) on the five vessels still re- 
maining, resulted in the fourth ship in the line 
being also hit. 

The destroyers were under a heavy fire from 
the light cruisers on reaching the rear of the 
line, but the Onslaught (Lieutenant-Commander 
Arthur G. Onslow, D.S.C.) was the only vessel 
which received any material injuries. In the 
Onslaught Sub-Lieutenant Harry W. A. Kem- 
mis, assisted by Midshipman Reginald G. 
Arnot, R.N.R., the only executive officers not 
disabled, brought the ship succesfully out of 
action and reached her home port. 

During the attack carried out by the Eleventh 
Flotilla, Castor (Commodore James R. 
Hawksley) leading the flotilla, engaged and sank 
an enemy torpedo-boat destroyer at point-blank 
range. ‘ 

Sir David Beatty reports :— 

“The Thirteenth Flotilla, under the command 
of Captain James U. Farie, in Champion, took 
station astern of the battle fleet for the night. 
At 0.30 a.m. on Thursday, ist June, a large 
vessel crossed the rear of the flotilla at high 
speed. She passed close to Petard and Turbu- 
lent, switched on searchlights and opened a 
heavy fire, which disabled Turbulent. At 3.30 
a.m. Champion was engaged for a few minutes 
with four enemy destroyers. Moresby reports 
four ships of Deutschland class sighted at 2.35 
a.m., at whom she fired one torpedo. Two 
minutes later an explosion was felt by Moresby 
and Obdurate. 

** Fearless and the First Flotilla were very use- 
fully employed as a submarine screen during the 
earlier part of the 3lst May. At 6.10 p.m., 
when joming the Battle Fleet, Fearless was un- 
able to follow the battle cruisers without foul- 
ing the battleships, and therefore took station 
at the rear of the line. She sighted during the 
night a battleship of the Kaiser class steaming 
fast and entirely alone. She was not able. to 
eúgage her, but believes she was attacked by 
destroyers further astern. A heavy explosion 
was observed asiern not long after.” 

There were many gallant deeds performed by 
the destroyer fiotillas; they surpassed the very 
highest expectations that | had formed of them. 

Apart. from the proceedings of the flotillas, 
the Second Light-cruiser Squadron in the rear 
of the battle fleet was in close action for about 
15 minutes at 10.20 p.m. with a squadron eom- 
prising one enemy cruiser and four light- 
cruisers, during which period Southampton and 
Dublin (Captain Albert C. Scott) suffered 
rather heavy casualties, although their steaming 
and fighting qualities were not impaired. The 
return fire of the squadron appeared to be very 
effective. 

Abdiel, ably commanded by Commander Ber- 
wick Curtis, carried out her duties with the 
success which has always characterised her work.

THE PERSONNEL. OF THE FLEET. 


The conduct. of officers and men throughout 
the day and night actions was entirely beyond 
praise. No words of mine could do them justice. 
On all sides it is reported to me that the 
glorious traditions of the past were most 
worthily upheid—whether im heavy ships, 
cruisers, light cruisers, or destroyers—the same 
admirable spirit prevailed. Officers and men 
were cool and determined, with a cheeriness 
that would have carried them through anything. 
The heroism of the wounded was the admiration 
of all. 

I cannot adequately express the pride with 
which the spirit of the Fleet filled me. 

Details of the work of the various ships 
during action have now been given. It must 
never be forgotten, however, that the prelude 
to action is the work of the engine-room depart- 
ment, and that during action the officers and 
men of that department perform their most 
important duties without the incentive which 
a knowledge of the course of the action gives 
to those on deck. The qualities of discipline 
and endurance are taxed to the utmost under 
these conditions, and they were, as always, 
most fully maintained throughout the opera- 
tions under review. Several ships attained 
— that had never before been reached, 
thus showing very clearly their high state of 
steaming efficiency. Failures in material were 
conspicuous by their absence, and several in- 
stances are reported of magnificent work on 
the part of the engine-room departments of 
injured ships. 

The artisan ratings also carried out much 
valuable work during and after the action; they 
could not have done better. 

The work of the medical offiters of the Fleet, 
carried out very largely under the most diffi- 
cult conditions, was entirely admirable and in- 
valuable. Lacking in many cases all the essen- 
tials for performing critical operations, and 


| with their staff seriously depleted by casualties, 


they worked untiringly, and with the greatest 
success. To them we owe a deep debt of grati- 
tude. 

It will be seen that the hardest fighting fell 
to the lot of the Battle-cruiser Fleet (the units 
of which were less heavily armoured than their 
opponents), the Fifth Battle Squadron, the 
First Cruiser Squadron, Fourth Light-cruiser 
Squadron and the Flotillas. This was inevitable 
under the conditions, and the squadrons and 
flotillas mentioned as. well as the individual 
vessels composing them were handled with con- 
spicuous ability, as were also the lst, 2nd, and 
4th Squadrons of the Battle Fleet and the 2nd 
Cruiser Squadron.

In addition, the hundreds of vendors 
of the fire blocks, who it appears could make a 
profit of £1 per week after paying a boy's 
wages and other expenses, havo been hard hit 
by the stoppage of supplies.

It was agfeed to send a 
letter of thanks to Lady Aberdeen for her 
work in advancing the industries of the 
country. 


THE PARNELL QUARRIES. 

Mr. William Savana h, foreman of the sett- 
making department of the Parnell Quarries 
at, Arklow, in forwarding for publication a 
resolution which was recently passed at a 


Union of Quarryworkers and Settmakers, says 
that while the Arklow Quarries Company have 
orders in hand for a very large output, thon- 
sands of tons of material at present await 
delivery owing to the insufficient numbers of 
waggons su plied by the Dublin and South- 
Eastern way Company. Some carters and 
other employés of the Quarry Company, he 
says, have been rendered temporarily idle 
owing to this cause. The resolution of the 
Quarryworkers’ Union is as follows :— 
Resolved, that we, the members of the Amalga. 
mated National Union of Quarryworkers and Sett- 
makers, seeing our very existence threatened, do 
hereby condema, in the strongest manner, the action 
of thy Dublin and South-Pastern Railway Company 
in not supplying a sufficient number of Waggons to 
carry away material from those quartfies: that 
we call upon vur representatives on the public 
boards and in Parliament to insist on the railway 
company granting a sufficient supply oí waggons 
in their own interest as mach as in the interest 
of one of the few Irish industries now in existence. 
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
